2« Olga MAI SI in KENBEUAJf* SD agent who caused the small town of Mol ini 
di Trlosra to be burned down and who brought about the deaths of many 
partisans in Ieperia Province* escaped from confinement in Como where 
she' has being held by the Qaestura pending her transfer to Genoa for 
interrogation,,

cannot be Ideated, only a summary interrogation was conducted until 
the re-apprahsnslun of HBNNBtiAN and the location of the other sources.

2. Barn in Bardighera, Subjects remained there only far three years and than 
mowed with their parents to Borneo, France where they lived at 17 Boulevard 
Prince Pierre . Thay attended the elementary and high school here. After 
school. Subjects assisted their parents in the wine and liquor business. 

They continued this activity until 1936, then they both went to Venice 
where they were assumed la the Casino, Alberto as cashier and August© as a 
croupier. They remained in Venice until the outbreak of war when the Casino 
was closed. 

3o Subjects, being sons of Italian citizens residing abroad, were never called 
for military service neither in Italy nor in France, although all the 
ttsnfcers of their family remained Italian nationals. After the Casino in 
Venice had been closed, the brothers ASIAN! retained there at 27 Via 
DdrdanelU. *hey were joined by their parents who came to Italy in 1939 
and by thsir sister Angela. Living with them also was Signora Susanna 
VOOJjOB, wife of Augusta who died in Monte Chrlo In 1943 of a pulmonary 
disease. The family remained in Venice for about a year aid then moved to 
Bordlgbera, first to Villa Rcndlnallfl, and then to Villa Giola where they 
are still living today. Subjects remained in Bardighera until March 1944. 

HI. Baplcaped by the n TCPT* in Monte Carlo: 

4» After the armistice ot 8 September 1943, the brothers ASIANI remained In 
Bardighera with their parents and their sister Angela, doing business In 
trines and liquors. Following the dispositions regarding compulsory labor 
set up by the Germans, they received at least three notices to report to 
District Headquarters to be reoruited fer compulsory labor service. 

5. Through a certain Vittorio SPADC2JI, from Monaco, residing in Monte Carlo, 
who had connections with an Italian Harm working for the Todt” and who 
was a former Director of the Venice Casino, the ASIANI brothers succeeded 
In obtaining & letter la which it was stated that they were working far 
the Orgsnisaticn "Todt". Actually, the, brothers did not work with the 
"Todt"; bub sometimes they drove SFADONI's ear which hod a permit issued 
by the "Todt" • SPADCMI occasionally earns to Italy together vdth the ASIANI 
brothers. On other occasions he leaned Ms car to the elder brother Alberto 
Who came alone to Bordlghere and than returned to Prance. 



6. In about April 1944, SS agents from Znperla came to ASXANI house asking 
for both Subjects. The ASIANI being In Monte Carlo, the Germans searched 
the house and looted wines, liquors, foodstuffs, clothing, etc., amounting 
to about one and a half million lire. When they were informed of what had 
happened, the two brothers came to Bardighera where they mads the ac- 
quaintance of the German citizen HOTQiANN.

7„ Mr*. HENN01ASJN herself had called on the ASIANI family saying that she 
had learned what ted happened and that she could have intervened with the 
object of getting back the things which had been taken. According to Sub- 
jects, nobody called for her but she offered her help spontaneously, per- 
haps because she was a neighbor of ASIAN!. Mrs. HEHNQIANN went to Genoa 
where she called on the “Casa dsllo Students 1 * together with ASIAN!** sister 
Angela* Here they spoke to a German officer who said the whole thing ted 
been a mistake and that the goods would be returned to them. As had been 
a g re ed upon, their sister Angela cams back to the "Casa dello Studaote" 
after two weeks where she was given a trun k whi chsoever, contained only 
a nd»*liw»m of vitat had been removed. Mrs# HBUB2ttHR did not ask for any- 
thing in compensation far her Intervention, nor did she have other relations 
with the ASIAN! brothers later.

8# Vfhen the Allies landed an the Southern french Const, Subjects refused to 
go to Italy. A few days after the arrival of the Allies, on 2 September 
19UU Subjects word arrested by the French and sent to an internment esuap 
in Mice. '.lith nearly all the Italians resident in that zone, they ware 
interrogated on thedr pUSt life and activity in favor of the Nazt-fhecists. 
They remained in the cairgi until February 26, 1945. *'ttien they were released 
from the camp, they went to stay with their unde, Giovanni 3A3SI, living 
at BCausdLell (Monaco), they remained here until the end of the war. 

V. Return to Italy; 

9. In early May 1945 the ASIAN! brothers returned to Italy crossing the Italian- 
Hrench border clandestinely. In Bordigharo they found their parents and 
their sister Angela and thus settled down there again,. After less than 20 
days following their return at Italy, the two ASIAN! brothers were again 
arrested, this time by the local Carabinieri upon the written denunciation 
of two anonymous individuals who charged them with collaboration with the 
Guzmans. They were kept in custody for about 25 days. Then, the charges 
against them appearing to be unfounded, they were set free. 

10. After they were released by the Italian authorities, the ASIAN! brothers 
went to Alassio where they worked in the Casino, Alberto as Director and 
Augusto as Inspector. They remained there until early July and than went 
to Sorrento (Naples) where the "Golfo di Napoli 0 Society intended opening 
a gambling dub which, however, failed to obtain the necessary permit. 
Therefore, they returned to Bordighera where they remained without doing 
anything until the day in which they were arrested on account of SCSI.

"As to the car 1£C 710, It belongs to our friend Vittorio SPADCSH who left it 
in Bordighara in early March 1 946, leaving It entirely at our disposition la
